Since 
the majority of us cannot, as yet, afford to make 3 pilgrimage to the 
place of Mary’s apparitions, we should endeavor to make ourselves 
more familiar with the events which took place not only at Lourdes but 
at Fatima as well. What greater proof do we need about the truth of 
our Faith and our Church—-the only one which can claim Christ as its 
founder. As we read the facts about the apparitions of Mary, let us 
heed the message and pattern our lives accordingly. The consequences 
of neglecting to heed our Blessed Lady’s instructions are only too ap¬ 
parent. Let us not pass them off lightly as so many people are doing. 
The material world is not an end in itself but a testing ground. Are we 
to suffer eternally because we fail to heed the message? May this never 
happen. 

At Fatima, Our Blessed Lady drew special attention to the im¬ 
morality of our modern world, and expressed concern over the increas¬ 
ing immodesty in dress. We were given to know that far too many 
people will suffer in hell because of immorality. Can the message be 
any plainer. Therefore, let us strive with every effort to follow 
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Mary's advice and example. Let us say the Rosary often, not only 
privately but as a family unit and in our U.C.Y. meetings. Our Blessed 
Lady also promised that if more people prayed the Rosary faithfully, 
Russia would be converted- Isn't this a further incentive to us? 

Not only is May the Month of Mary, but it is also a time when we 
set aside a day to give special honor to our own mothers. Just reflect 
for a moment and consider how much we owe to our own mothers. 
They brought us into this world, fed us, looked after us when we were 
sick, held our family unit together, were responsible for our training 
and welfare, encouraged us when we were disheartened, and gave us 
sage advice when we needed it. Although only one day was set aside as 
an official Mother’s Day, let us make every day of the year a mother’s 
day. Let us show our gratitude to our mothers in every way we can, 
daughters, and by being ever loyal and faithful to the Church which they 
by offering up prayers for their intentions, by being dutiful sons and 
taught us to love and cherish.

MARY’S ROLE EN THE VOCATION 
OF BISHOP GROUARD 

In this Centennial year of our 
Lady of Lourdes and especially 
during the beautiful month of May 
dedicated to our Heavenly Mother 
I would be pleased if I knew that 
all our Ukrainian Catholic Youth 
have had their eyes, minds and 
hearts set on the Blessed Virgin 
Mary, the Mother of God and all 
mankind. Especially when it comes 
to making that all-mportant decision 
of one’s vocation our Blessed Moth¬ 
er should play the prime role. She 
has guided many of young souls 
safely through the perils of this 
world and has helped them to de- 
deciate their lives wholeheartedly 
to the service of Her Divine Son, 
Jesus. No wonder there are so 
many examples recorded to prove 
this great love and care of our 


Heavenly Mother towards Her 
children here on earth. May I have 
the privilege to present before you 
at least one of these striking 
examples that show so plainly 
what it means to entrust one’s life 
into the hands of Mary. 

You might have heard about that 
great Oblate Missionary, Bishop 
Grouard, who had labored so suc¬ 
cessfully in the early settlement 
days of Western Canada. In spite 
of so many hardships during his 
missionary endeavors he lived to 
celebrate a diamond anniversary 
of his ordination to the priesthood. 
It was during this memorable oc¬ 
casion at a special banquet given 
in his honor that the white-haired 
bishop related to those present a 
story of his own life. 

“In my boyhood days I was a 
real problem child to my parents,” 
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he said. They could not find a way 
to handle me. Instead of attending 
school, I used to play hookey quite 
often and spend the time on the 
streets of our village in France or 
in nearby fields and forests. The 
teacher could find no suitable means 
of correcting me; neither did my 
mother’s kind admonitions 
bring any results. And many a 
time my incorrigable behavior 
brought tears into her loving eyes. 
My father quite often made use of 
the “hot” medicine applying it to 
my posterior, but even this did not 
stop me from unbecoming behavior. 

One day, as was the usual case, 

I skipped school and went to play 
in the nearby fields. But this time 
my father caught up with me un¬ 
expectedly. He grabbed hold of 
my hand and started pulling me 
home, anger and disappointment 
written all over his face. I knew 
very well what awaited me at 
home . . . The people that we met 
on our way still encouraged dad to 
have no mercy on me this time. So 
deep in my heart I resolved to re¬ 
venge their unmercifulness towards 
me. 

Along the way we passed a little 
grotto of our Lady erected by some 
pious family. The door was open. 
Suddenly my dad turned off the 
road, pushed me inside this grotto 
and there I stood gazing at the 
smiling face of Mary from an old 
icon. 

“Kneel down here, you naughty 
boy,” stormed my father. Then 
turning to the Blessed Virgin he 
exclaimed through tears: 

“Holy Mother take this boy into 
your possession because I could not 
manage him any longer. You bring 


him up because I have no more 
strength to do it . . . ” 

After these words father let go of 
my hand and walked out leaving 
me in the chapel. I was so asham¬ 
ed of myself. I knelt ther'e for 
quite awhile thinking how bad I 
must be to bring tears into my 
father’s eyes and to make him dis¬ 
own me in such a way. After 
kneeling there for some time I 
finally formed a resolution way 
deep in my heart and then blurted 
out: “If I am Your son now, Blessed 
Mother, then I must improve my 
behavior so that I do not bring 
such disappointment and tears to 
You as I did to my parents.” 

The change in me was evident 
from that very first day because 
within a year’s time my parents 
sent me to a minor seminary. Soon 
after that I got a calling to the 
priesthood and entred the novitiate 
of the Oblate Fathers. Right after 
ordination I was sent for missionary 
work into the wild Canadian West. 
At the final parting with my parents 
I reminded dad about the incident 
in the grotto and asked if he still 
remembered it. 

“Yes, I do remember it very 
well,” replied my father. “Only it 
surprises me that the Mother of 
God had accepted then such a poor 
gift,” he concluded smiling. 

Even after I was appointed a 
bishop, I never forgot that Mary is 
my Mother and I am Her son; that 
my dad had given me away into 
Her hands. And to the end of my 
days will I be grateful that it hap¬ 
pened this way, otherwise only God 
knows what would have happened 
to me and where I would have 
landed by now. It was the work of 
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Mary that today I celebrate this 
diamond jubilee of my priesthood,” 
the saintly bishop Grouard conclud¬ 
ed his speech. 

And we are the sons and daught¬ 
ers of’our Heavenly Mother. It was 
Jesus’ last plea to His loving Moth¬ 
er that She accept us all as Her 
children and care for us with Her 
Mother’s love. So why not entrust 
your youthful life into Her hands. 
She’s our Mother and She knows 
better than anybody else what is 
best for us. If you are still unde¬ 
cided about your future then why 
not make a special devotion to Her 
during this month of May asking 
that She enlighten you on the course 
of life to take and that She guide 
you along this road to success and 
true happiness here and hereafter.

A MESSAGE FROM THE PRESIDENT

Every organization, during its 
existence, has found it essential to 
take time out every so often to 
reflect on -its past achievements, to 
bring its plans and activities into 
focus with its aims and ideals and 
to regroup its members into a force 
set firmly upon the pathway to 
these ideals and goals. 

This moment of reflection and 
renewal is essential also to our or¬ 


ganization, the Ukrainian Catholic 
Youth, for it is on our plans and 
activities that the reaching of our 
goals depends. 

The goals of our organization are 
familiar to all of us. Our Constitu¬ 
tion outlines our plans as follows: 

(1) To organize and centralize the 
Ukrainian Catholic Youth of Can¬ 
ada, that is, to create in each Cath¬ 
olic parish in Canada a unit of the 
society and to give it unified leader¬ 
ship; 

(2) To develop Ukrainian Cath- 
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olic Youth into practical Catholics 
and good citizens of Canada, cons¬ 
cious of their cultural heritage. 

But wha{ about the ways and 
means of reaching these objectives? 
Are we each and everyone to strive 
towards these aims by diverse and 
separate means? No, we are an or¬ 
ganization, striving towards a com¬ 
mon goal along a common course of 
action. And in order that we may 
plan our activities for the following 
year, our organization holds a Con¬ 
vention annually to ensure that our 
membership is actually following a 
common course towards a common 
goal. 

One may ask, why a convention? 
Let’s just stop and consider what a 
convention really brings out in the 
U. C. Y. organization. There are a 
number of thoughts which our con¬ 
vention must provoke, to bring 
about the desired results: 

First, there must be a spirit of 
co-operation, because without this 
co-operation our organization is 
broken up into individual groups, 
working singly, independent of 
common leadership and a common 
understanding. It is a well-known 
saying that, United we stand — 
divided we fall. 

Second, a convention presents to 
the Diocesan Executive the problems 
of the local clubs. Without this 
knowledge of difficulties, the Dio¬ 
cesan Executive, despite its best 
intentions, cannot provide adequate 
guidance and leadership. And that 
is its prime duty. 

Thirdly, a convention must bring 
about a closer understanding be¬ 


tween locals and Diocesan Exec¬ 
utive, and must intensify the feeling 
that the Diocesan Executive is to 
provide leadership along a common 
plan of activities towards a common 
goal; it must also help, advise and 
guide locals in their activities. The 
locals, on the other hand, should 
strive, to the best of their ability, 
to carry out the suggestions of the 
Executive and act upon the advice 
given. 

Fourthly, a convention provides 
an opportunity for an exchange of 
ideas, suggestions, opinions and 
thoughts between locals as well as 
between locals and Diocesan Execu¬ 
tive. This interchange is the basis 
for a better understanding of our 
aims, and provides a binding tie 
among our local clubs. 

Fifthly, a convention must bring 
about a spirit of kinship and friend¬ 
ship among the members of the U. 
C.Y. This kinship and friendship 
makes easy the exchange of ideas, 
discussions of mutual problems and 
the reaching of possible solutions so 
necessary for the success of an or¬ 
ganization. 

On May 24 and 25, 1958, the Uk¬ 
rainian Catholic Youth of Edmonton 
Diocese will be meeting in Edmon¬ 
ton for a Convention. On the agenda 
are many points of extreme im¬ 
portance to the furthering of our 
organizational work. 

With the above points in mind, let 
us get together in Edmonton and 
make this Convention the best ever 
held. There is so much to be done 
among the young people of Canada 
to preserve our heritage of culture 
and tradition and our Ukrainian 
Catholic Rite as we know. And there 
is much that we can do. 
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The Convention on May 24 and 25 
must provide the ways and means 
and the inspiration to carry out the 
work that lies ahead. It can do so 
only with your attendance and the 


applying of the five points listed 
above. 

We look forward to seeing you on 
May 24 and hope and pray that Our 
Lady will crown our effort with 
success.
